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Library Report. 


The Trustees of Moosilauke Free Library beg to sub- 
mit the following report for the year ending Februaay 

15, 1896: 

There have been added to the library, by purchase, 
forty-three volumes, and several others by gifts of Rev. J. E. 
Johnson and others. 

There have been lost from the library three volumes, 
one is traceable to a person who has removed from town, 
present address unknown. ‘Two others, ‘History of the 
United States,” by J.C. Ridpath, and “An Adirondack Cab- 
in” by Margaret Sidney, we have no trace of. Any one dis- 
covering either or both of these books will confer a fovor 
upon the town by returning them to the library. 

The circulation of books at North Woodstock has been 
much interrupted by the necessity of removal and delay in 
finding a new location, and in getting cases made to contain 
the books. Two hundred and eleven volumes only having 
been called for, and the incomes from fines and fees being 
$1.61. 

The number of volumes called for at Woodstock, 
where the use of the library has not been interrupted is 
600, and the amount received in fines and fees $2.64. The 
total circulation is 811, and total income $4 25. 

The Trustee extend thanks on behalf of the town to 
F. P. Weeks, Esq., for his kindness in giving room in_ his 
office for the books, and for his services as librarian, with- 
out charge; also to Rev. J. E. Johnson for repeated do- 
nations of books.

School Report. 


In accordance with the law the School Board respectfully 
submit the following report : 


We consider that our schools have been a success the 
past year. We have endeavored to secure teachers of edu- 
cation and experience, and they have labored faithfully for 
the interests of their schools. 

At North Woodstock there have been three terms of 
ten weeks each, under the excellent management of Miss 
Mary O. Taylor of Sanbornton, who since fitting herself 
for a teacher, has added to her store of knowledge by 
attending teacher’s conventions, and by extended trips to 
different parts of our country. Last winter she visited our 
national capital, and was well qualified to impart useful 
information to those in her charge. ; 

First term of school had forty pupils; second term, 
thirty two; third term, thirty. 

Roll of perfect attendance, Ist term, Clarice V. Clark, 
Annie N. Putney, Susie E. Tucker, Ralph E. Sawyer, and 
Albert Tappan; 2nd term, Clarice V. Clark;  3d_ term, 
Clarice V. Clark, Mary Lyla Hunt, Eveleen Tucker, 
Ralph E. Sawyer.
